Mo., last Saturday 
morning when they were passengers 
on a train with the slayer, at Lanark. 
N. M.# 23 miles from El Paso. 
The slayer was shot to death Sat­ 
urday evening by Sheriff Dominicia- 
no Rodriquez of Las Cruces, N. M., 
and deputies under him after lie had 
fought the posse for ten minutes. 
The slayer hid in a sandpile behind 
sagebrush in the desert 30 miles from 
where he committed the triple mur­ 
der. 
He fired first, carefully aiming 
every 
shot, 
according 
to 
Sheriff 
Rodriquez. 
“Please give me a drink of water. 
Please give me a drink and I’ll tell 
you all about it," he begged as he 
lay in the sand in the desert. 
Sheriff Rodriquez told him he had 
no water, but that he would send for 
some, and asked him again why he 
killed 
the 
three 
men. 
Then the 
slayer said: 
“I will not tell until I get the wa­ 
ter. 
Give me the water and I will 
tell.” 
He then became unconscious and 
died before members of the posse 
had returned with water and a coro­ 
ner. 
Sixteen d o lla r was found in the 
slayer’s shoes and some change in 
his pockets. 
In his pocket was a 
hank book which bore the name cf 
W M. Sprague. 
It was issued by a 
savings bank in Paris, Mo. 
In his pocket also was found a 
printed card which read: 
“I lost my 
property 
in 
Pueblo, 
Colo., Juno 3, 1021, in the flood. 
I 
tried to raise some money to start 
in business and failed." 
The card was not signed. Officers

though it is believed the man was 
crazed, he showed signs of intelli­ 
gence at times after the shooting. He 
warned passengers not to follow* him.

PULLING FOR THE LEAGUE. 


* When Justice 
John 
H. Clarke of the 
United States supreme court resigned his 
place on that tribunal some months ago, he 
let it be known that he was taking that 
atap in order that he might utilize what­ 
ever abilities he possessed towards further­ 
ing the entry of the United States into the 
League of Nations. 
Since then a national 
organization has been formed to promote 
this object. It is known as the League of 
Nations Non-Partisan Organization and it 
will try to mould into an effective force the 
large and growing body of public opinion 
'which favors American membership in the 
League. 
In a prepared speech upon the 
occasion of the formal launching of the or­ 
ganization’s effort, former Justice Clarke 
laid down the fundamental propositions: 
“First, 
that the 
welfare 
of our 
country and of mankind imperatively 
requires that 
our 
government shall 
promptly enter 
into 
some 
form of 
league or union or association of na­ 
tions to promote and render secure the 
peace of the world. 
“And, second, that experience for 
three years with the existing League 
of Nations proves that it is the duty of 
our government to join 
that 
league 
upon such conditions 
or 
with 
such 
reservations as may seem wise, provid­ 
ed only that they be consonant with 
.th e character and dignity, the honor 
and power, of our great nation.” 
There have ben many earnest advocates 
of America’s participation in the League 
who have been dubious about the advisa­ 
bility of such a campaign 
as 
that which 
former Justice Clarke is heading. So much 
prejudice has been created against the ex­ 


materials in virtually every European coun­ 
try. 
“There does not seem to be much senti­ 
ment,” he 
said in a recent 
interview in 
Paris, “in this business of furnishing muni­ 
tions to countries 
anxious 
to fight each 
other. 
The dealers will sell to all comers 
so long as cash is paid on delivery. 
There 
is a firm operating in Holland that will sell 
any kind of gun in any quantity, and de­ 
liver it on the high seas if ports are lacking. 
Firms in London will do the same. Trieste, 
at the head of the Adriatic, has become no­ 
torious as a place to buy war munitions. 
“ One of the most successful' sellers of 
war goods is a German firm, the members 
of 
which 
were 
once 
connected 
with 
Knippa. 
They will supply anything asked 
for, including French munitions. 
Much of 
the material being sold is new. 
Twenty- 
six factories are said to be working in Rus­ 
sia, and war material may soon become 
Russia’s chief export.” 
Turkey is a backward nation. With­ 
out the outside 
assistance 
of Europe, it 
would be incapable 
of successful aggres­ 
sion against 
Christian 
nations. 
But the 
vast majority of European countries, it ap­ 
pears, are willing 
to sell 
their souls for 
pounds, francs, marks or rubles. The Turk 
may be barbarious, but he is not foolish. 
He takes advantage of the mercenary prin­ 
ciples of Christian European 
nations and 
does his worst.
